The Kernels when they grow old are more Oily, and 
therefore not fit to be caten, but are then uſed to heal 
the Wounds of the Sinev.s, Gangreens and Carbuncles, The 
ſaid Kernels beirg burned are then very aſtringent, and 
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vill ſtay Lasks and Womens Courſes, being taken in Red 

Wine ; and ſtay the falling of the Hair, and make it fair 

being anointed with Oil and Wine. The Green Husks 

will do the like, being uſed in the ſime manner. The 
Kernels beaten with Kue and Wine, being applied, helpeth 
the Quinzey ; and bruiſed with ſome Honey, and applied 
to the Lars, caleth the Pains and Inflammations of them. 
A piece of the green Husks put into a hollow Tooth, eaſeth 
the Pain. The Catkins hereof taken before they fall off, 
dried, and given a Dram thereof in Powder with White— 
vine; wonderfully helpeth thoſe that are troubled with 
the riſing of the Mother. The Oil that is preſſed out 
of the Kernels, is very piofitably taken inwardly like Oil 
of Almonds to help the Cholick, and to expel Wind very 
cteually ; an Ounce or two thereof may be taken at 
any time. The young green Nuts taken before they be 
half ripe, and preſerved with Sugar, are of good uſe for 
thoſe that have weak Stomachs, or Defluxions thereon. The 
diſtilled Water of the green Husks before they be half ripe, 
is of excellent uſe to c ol the heat of Agues, being 
drunk an Ounce or two at a time; as alſo to reſiſt the 
Infection of the Plague, if ſome thereof be alſo ap- 
plicd to the Sores thereof. The ſame allo cooleth the 
Heat of green Wounds and old Ulcers, and healeth them, 
being bathed therewith. The diſtilled Water of the green 
tusks being ripe, when they are thel'd from the Nuts, 
being drunk with a little Vinegar, is allo found by Expe- 
rence, to be good for thoſe that are infected with the 
Flague, ſo as before the taking thereof a Vein be opened, 
The faid Watef is very good againſt the Quinzy, being 
gargled and bathed therewith, and wonderfully helpeth 
Deafneſs, the Noiſe and other Pains in the Ears. The di- 
tilled Water of the young green Leaves in the end of May, 
performeth a ſingle Cure on foul running Ulcers and Sores, 
to be bathed, with wet Cloths or Spunges, applied to them

Firſt, When it is cold, put it into a Glaſs, and put ſo 
much Oil on it as will cover it to the thickneſs of two 
fingers, the Oil will ſwin at top, ard fo kcep the Air 
from coming to putrtify it; When you intend to ule it, 
do no more but ſo; pour out into a Porringer a jittle more 
than you intend to uſe, and if any Oil come out with it, 
(as if the Glaſs be not full, tis an hundred to one if there 
do) you may caſily ſcum. it of with a Spoon, and put the

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Juice you uſe not into the Glaſs again, it will quickly fink 
under the Oil. This is the firlt way. 

Secondly, The ſecond way is a little more difficult, and 
the Juice of Fruits is uſually preſerved this way: When you 
have clarified the Juice, as before, boil it over the fire till 
(being cold) it being of the thickneſs of Heney : This is

CHAP. 1 
of diftilled Water. 


Ithereto we have ſpoken of Medicines which conſiſt 
in their own Nature, which Authors vulgarly call 
Simples, tkough ſomething improperly; for indeed and 
in truth, nothing is ſimple but pure Elements; all things 
elſe are compounded of them; we come now to treat of 
the Artificial Medicines, in the front of which (becauſe 
we muſt begin ſomewhere) we ſhall place diſtilled Wa- 
ters, in which confider; 
1. Waters are diſtilled out of Herbs, Flowers, Fruits 
ard Roots. | 

2. We treat not of ſtrong Waters, but of cold, as being 
to act Galen's part, and not Paracelſus. 

3. The Herbs ought to be diſtilled when they are in 
the greateſt vigour, and ſo ought the Flowers alſo. 

4. The vulgar way of Diſtillations, which People uſe, 
becauſe they know no better, is in a Pewter Still; and 
although diſtilled Waters are the weakeſt of all Artificial 
Medicines, and good for little, unleſs for mixtures of 
other Medicines, yet this may be diſtilled, they are weaker 
by many degrees, than they would be, were they diſtil- 
jed in Sand. If I thought it not impoſſible to teach 
you the way of diftilling in Sand by writing, I would at- 
jempt it. | * W 


5. When you have diſtilled your Water, put it into 
* y £ . 3 
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a Glaſs, and having bound the top of it over with a Paper | 
pricked full of holes, ſo that the excrementitious and fiery 
vapours may exhale, which indeed are the, that cauſe that 
ſetling in diſtilled Waters, called the Mother, which cor- 
rupts Waters, and might this way be prevented) cover it 
cloſe and keep it for your ule. 

6. Stopping diſtilled Waters with a Cork makes them 
muſty, and ſo will a paper alſo, if it do but touch the 
Water; your beſt way then is to ſtop them with a Blad- 
der, being fuſt put in water, and bound over the top of 
the Glaſs. 

Such cold Waters as are diſtilled in a Pewter Still (if 
well kept) will endure a year; fuch as are diſtilled in 
Sand, as they are twice as ſtrong, ſo they endure twice 
as long. 


Chap. 2, Of Syrups. 


1. A Syrup is a Medicine of a Liquid form, compoſcd 

of Infuſion, Decoction and Juice. And 1. For the 

more grateful taſte, 2. For the bettcr keeping of it, with 

a certain quantity of Honey or Sugar, hereafter mentioned, 
boiled to the thickneſs of new Honey. 

2. You ſee at the firſt view that this Aphoriſm divides B88 
it ſelf into three Branches, which deſerve ſeverally to be of 
treated of ; viz, | 1} 

1. Syrups made by Infuſion. 5 
2. Syrups made by Lecoctiion. | 
3. Syrups made by Fuice. 

Of each of theſe, (for your Inſtruction's ſake, kind 
Countrymen and Women) I ſpeak a wore or two or three 
Apart. | 
Ppirſt, Syrups made by Infuſion, are uſually made of 
Flowers, and of ſuch Flowers as ſoon loſe their colour 
and ftrength by boiling, as Roſes, Violets, Peach Flow- 
ers, Sc. My Tranflation of the London Diſpenſatory will 
inſtruct yot in the reſt. Theygare thus made; Having 
picked your Flowers clean, to every pound of them add, W 
three pound or thrce pints, which you will, (for it is all Mi 
one) of Spring-water, made boiling hot by the fire; firſt | 
put your Flowers into a Pewter Pot with a cover, then 
pour the water to them, then ſhutting the Pot, let it ſtand 
by the fire to keep hot twelve hours, then ſtrain it out; 

| in 
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(in ſuch Syrnps as purge, as Damask Roſes, Peach flow- 
ers, Sc. the uſual, and indeed the beſt way is to repeat 
this Infuſion, adding freſh Flowers to the ſame Liquor 
divers times, that lo it may be the ſtronger) having ſtrai- 
ned it out, put the Infuſion into a Pewter Baſon, or an 
Earthen one well glazed, and to every pint of it add two 
pound of Sugar, which being only melted over the fire 
without boiling, and ſcammed, will produce you the Syrup 
you deſire. 

Secondly, Syrups made by decoftion, are uſually made 
of Compounds, yet may any ſimple Herb be thus convetrt- 
ed into Syivp; Take the Herb, Root or Flowers you 
would make into a Syrup, and bruiſe it a little; then boil 
it in a convenient quantity of Spring-water, the more wa- 
ter you boil it in, the weaker it will be; a handful of 
the Herb, or Root, &#c. is a convenient quantity for a pint 
of water; boil it till half the water be conſumed, then let 
it ſtand till it be almoſt cold, and ſtrain it (being almoſt 
cold) through a Wollen Cloth, letting it run out at lei— 
ſure withcut preſſing; to every pint of this Decoction add 
one pound of Sugar, and boil it over the fire till it come to 
a Syrup, which you may know if you now and then cool 
a little of it in a Spoon; Scum it all the while it boils, 
and when it is ſufficiently boiled, whilſt it is hot, ſtrain it 
again through a Woollen Cloth, bat preſs it not. Thus 
have you the Syrup perfectcd, 

Thudly, Syrups made of Juices, are uſually made of 
ſuch Herbs as are full of Juice, and indeed they are bet- 
ter made into a Syrup this way, than any other ; the ope- 
ration is thus; having beaten the Herb in a Stone Mortar 
with a Wooden Peſtle, preſs out the Juice, and clarify it 
as you are taught before in the Jucies; then let the Juice 
boil away till a quait of it (or near upon) be conſumed ; 
to a pint of this add a pound of Sugar, and boil it to a 
Syrup, always ſcumming it, and when it is bofed enough 
ſtrain it through a WolleF Cloth as we taught you before, 

and keep it for your uſe. . 
if you make Syrup of Roots that are any thing hard, 
as Parſly, Fennel, and Grafs-roozs, &c. when you. bave 
bruiſed them, lay them in ſteep ſome. time in that 
Water which you intend to boil them in hot, ſo will the 
vertue the better came out, e 
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4. Keep your Syrups either in Glaſſes or. Stone Pots, 
and ftop them not with Cork nor Bladder, unleſs you 
would have the Glaſs break, and the Syrup loſt; and 


as many Opinions as there are in this Nation, I ſuppoſe

Is LL the difference between DecoCtions and Syrups, 


made by Decoction, is this; Syrups are made to 


keep 
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keep Decoctions only for preſent uſe ; for you can hardly 


keep a Decoction a Week at any time; if the Weather be 
hot, not half ſo long. 

2. Decoctions are made of Leaves, Roots, Flowers, Sceds, 
Fruits or Barks, conducing to the cure of the Diſeaſe yon 
make them for; in the ſame manner are they made, as, ve 
ſhewed you in Syrups. 

3. Decoctions made with Wine laſt longer than ſuch as 
are made with Water ; and if . you take your Decoction to 
cleanſe. the paſſages of the Urine, or open Obſtruttions, 
your beſt way is to make it with White-wine inſtead of 
Water, becaule this is moſt penetrating. 

4. Decoctions are of molt uſe in ſuch Diſeaſes as lie in 
the paſſages of the Body; as the Stomach, Bowels, Kid- 
neys, pallages of Urine and Bladder, becauſe Decoftiors 
paſs quicker to thoſe places than any other form of Me- 


dicincs. 


5. If you will ſweeten your Decoction with Sugar, or 
any Syrup fit for the occaſion you take it for, which is be- 
rer, you may, and no harm do. ; 

6. If in a Docoction, you boil both Roots, Herbs, Flow- 
ers, and Seed together, let the Roots boil a good while 
firſt, becauſe they retain their Vertue longeſt ; then the 
next in order by the ſame Rule, viz. 1. Barks, 2. The 
Herbs, 3. The Seeds, 4. The Flowers, 5. The Species, 
if you put any in, becauſe their Vertues come {ſooneſt 
Out. 

7. Such things as by boiling cauſe ſlimineſs to a Decodcti- 
on, as Figs, Quince- Seed, Linſeed, Sc. your beſt way is, 
after you have bruiſed them, to tie them up in a Linnen 
Rag, as you tie up a Calves Brains, and ſo boil them.

5. The way of making them is this; Having bruiſed the 
Herbs or Flowers yow would made your Oil of, put them 
into an Farthen Pot, and to two or three handfuls of them 
pour à pint of Oil, cover, the Pot with a Paper, fer it in 
the Sun about a Fornight or lefs, according as the Sun is 
in hotneſs; then having warmed it very well by the fire, 
preſs out the Herb, Sc. very hard in a Preſs, and add as 
many more Herbs, to the ſame Oil, bruiſe the Herbs, (I 
mean not the Oil) in like manner, ſet them in the Sun as 
before, the oftner you repeat this, the ſtronger your Oil 
will be; at laſt when you conceive it ſtrong enough, boil 
both Herbs and Oil together till the Juice be confumed, 
which you may know by its leaving its bluſhing, and the 
Herbs will be criſp, then ftrain it while it is hot, and keep 
it in a ſtone or glaſs Veſſel for your ule. 

6. As for Chymical Oils, I have nothing to ſay in this 
Treatiſe. 

7. The general uſe of theſe Oils, is for Pain in the 
Limbs, roughneſs of the Skin, the Itch, Sc. as alſo for 
Ointments and Plaiſters. | | 

8. if you have occaſion to uſe for Wounds or Ulcers, 
in two Ounces of Oil diflolve half an Ounce of Tnrpen- 
tine, the heat of the fire will quickly do it; for Oil it ſelf 
is offenſive to Wounds, and the Turpentine qualifies it.
